Dr. Alfred Plehn, a world-famous 
professor of hygiene, says..“the man 
who drinks ale.or beer or stout drinks 
jit because he likes its narcotic and 
' stupifying effects, If he thinks he 
gets any other effects from it he is 

eluding himself, 

“We Case exactly how much nut® 
mént a glass of beer contains. It 
contains about five per cent, of malt 
extract, the food value of which is 
variable,” 

“This extcact consists of protcir. 
matter, converted and unconverted 
sugar, hop resin, and other substances 
of no dietary value, lest as a residue 
after complete evaporation. In addi- 
tion, beer sometimes contains Pre: 
servatiyes, suth as sodium fluoride 
and salicylic aéidj-towether with soda 
bicarbonate to neutralize the acidity 
and to help put the foaming head on 
it; also salt to overcome the disagnée- 
able taste, and perhaps inspire a 
thirst for more, 

“This leaves us a few. grains of pro- 
teid-and a small amount. of sugar as 
the food in the beer.. If the tissues 
are supplied with a liberal quantity 
of Water, life can be sustained for a 
considerable length of time. Dr. Tan- 
ner fasted for forty days. Perhaps 
some beer *expert might° do: better if 
he could rid the heer of the alcohol 
which it contains, which in the abe 
sence of other food to attack’ wonild 
prey upon the tissues ilke a thyriad of 
infinitesimal teeth,”

ter without alcohol if it could be 
made with the samt taste, Thus we
